AN ALFALFA DEHYDRATING PLANT 


According to a press report an alfalfa dehydrating 
plant is to be established almost immediately at Brooks, 
at an estimated cost of $15,000, 
need 400 acres of alfalf 
season. 

Brooks has long heen known as a great alfalfa 
growing district, with its irrigation, and some heavy 
crops have been raised. However, Brooks hasn't by any 
means the edge on the Didsbury district when it comes

to growing alfalfa. A number of farmers here have been | 


rowing alfalfa for years and two and three crops a year 
ave been cut on good alfalfa land. And it doesn’t take 
irrigated land to prodnce these crops. Our district has 
always been known to have plenty of moisture for grain 
and grass crops, and alfalfa in particular can be raised 
With far less expense and labor than in the irrigated areas 
of the province. 

If the Brooks district can support an alfalfa dehyd- 
rating plant, then our own district can. be considered 
equally favorable for the establishing of such a factory, 
and as the west progresses and more manufacturing con- 
cerns are established, it may not be so long before in- 
terested parties are seeking for industrial sites in our 
town to establish new enterprises. 


OUR JOB DEPENDS ? 


Responsible journalists in Canada use these striking 
words in writing and speaking of the international trade 
conference opened recently in Geneva, Switzerland. Cana- 
dian farmers realize that their 
even more seriously at stake. 

The meetings of the preparatory committee on trade 
and Spiny gent were held in London, England. They 
opened last fall with high hopes and much enthusiasm. 
The end was not encouraging for those who realize that 
peace and prosperity both depend on finding ways by 
which the peoples of the world can trade freely, Not only 
will world trade bring food and clothing to its people— 
perhaps it is the only way to bring different races and 
peoples to a better understanding and appreciation of 
one another. Certainly no other way has been found vet. 

Canada’s prosperity is more vulnerable to world 
trading conditions today than ever before, When she was 
only a producer of primary products all we needed was 
markets for wheat, fish and lumber—and when these were 
depressed it brought us considerable hardship. Today we 
are a leading industrial as well as agricultural, fishing 
and lumbering nation. Today we need markets for large 
quantities of manufactured and processed goods. Modern 
machinery has made it possible to work our farms, for- 
ests and fisheries efficiently with fewer people and more 
and more Canadians are being employed in the industries 
and trades. 

It is for these compelling reasons that Canadians are 
anxiously watching the conference with great concern 
about the signs which developed in the preparatory com- 
mittee. 


FOOD IN THE WAR OF IDEAS 


During the last year the world has been short some 
millions of tons of food. The famine areas were mostly 
in Western Europe and Eastern Asia. In this year ahead 
it looks as if there will still be a drastic shortage in those 
areas without a great enough surplus in the Americas 
to overcome it unless we here on this continent begin to 
face the problem with a new attitude. There is still time 
for us to change and to plant a larger food crop that we 
have so far planned. 

We need to see how food shortages disrupt our world 
and prevent the building of permanent peace. People who 
are ill-fed are unable to produce the goods needed to re- 
build a shattered world, They are a prey to feelings of 
bitterness and resentment and consequently become in- 
struments in the hands of those who control what food 
they do get. This means that they, the hungry, can be 
used as pawns in the game of men intent on gaining 
power for themselves or for their ideology. 

Equally it is true that if we who have the surplus 
control its use and see that fair play and justice are part 
of its distribution we can build into the hungry a respect 
for our principles and a desire to make them enduring in 
their society, That should be our objective as democratic 
eople. It may mean, of course, that we have to accept 
wer returns in dollars but what is that if we get last- 
ing returns in peace? The choice is clearly ours in the 
next year. We can work and plan to use our resources 
to re-arm our world morally and spiritually or we may 
have to accept the burden of physical and military re- 
armament for a new war,

CANNER HORSES BRING 
2.9 CENTS PER POUND 


The third annual meeting of the 
Horse Co-operative Marketing As- 


sociation recently held at Swift 
Current, Sask., reported marked 
| progress in its activities for 1946 


to 


The financial position of the As- 
sociation has progressed to a point 
where it is now out of debt. A year 
ago the capital debt was over hal! 
a million dollars. This position has 
enabled the Board of Directors to 
allocate the net proceeds to further 
payments on horses shipped to the 
Edmonton and Swift Current 
Plants in 1946. The final return to 
1946 shipment will be 2.9 cents per 
pound. During 1947, 0.6 cents per 
pound will be paid on these horses 
This final return to farmers is twice 
the price received a year ago. 

Following the annual meeting, 
the Board of Directors has decided 
to increase the initial payment to 
2% cents per pound for grade A} 
horses, f.0.b. shipping points, com- 
mencing May Ist. Farmers, who 
| have shipped horses to the Plants 
prior to May lst in 1947, will re- | 
ceive further payments at a later | 
| date in order to equalize the price 
j}increase. All net proceeds from 
| plant operations will be allocated 
to horses shipped in 

| equalized basis. 


‘WHEAT AND OAT ACREAGE! 
SHOWS SLIGHT DECLINE 


] 
| Wheat and oats acreage will be | 
{down slightly, barley up about 10 
per cent, rye up about 20 per cent 
and flax up about 100 per cent, the 
Alberta Wheat Pool said in its first 
crop report of the 1947 season. Al- 
thoug these estimates are tenta- 
tive, and a number of factors might 
force drastic revision of farmers’ 
plans, this is considered a fair in- 
dication of the effect of new price 
policies formulated in the last 
couple of months, For instance, the 
price of flax was boosted from 
$3.25 to $5 per bushel.

Small newspapers are more thor: 
oughly read than large metropoli: | 
tan dailies and are therefore more 
valuable as an advertising media, 
says Roger W. Babson, the noted 
economist of Chicago. 

In a recent discussion of Ameri- 
can business trends, Babson pre- 
dicted: 

“More emphasis on advertising 
in small newspapers, and less on 
the metropolitan mass-circulation 
dailies. 

“Increased social and economic 
importance for small papers. 

“Federally aided de entralization 
of population, and the consequent 
building up of small interior com- 
munities.” Pp 

On the subject of national adver- 
tising Babson said there is a ten- 
dency among advertising agencies 
to “talk too much about the circu- 
lation of the newspapers in which 
they place their advertising.” 

“TL insist. however, that this is un- | 
fair to the advertisers who are em- | 
ploying the agencies, Twenty small | 
city papers may be worth to an ad- | 
vertiser far more than one large | 
city paper with the same circula: | 
tion.” 

He continues: “The small papers 
are read more thoroughly. The av- 


lerage large city newspaper has so 


many pages that the reader goes 
through them hurriedly, and does 
not give sufficient consideration to 
the advertisements. 

“IT will not say that weekly pap- 
ers are seven times as valuable as 
daily papers of the same circula- 


tion, but surely they have some 
advantages. No one reads a daily 


the weeklies are read during seven 
days. 

“Small town papers will become 
mcre and more important. Many of 
the large cities have reached a 
maximum in population. Whether 
or not there is a world War III, the 
federal governments of this hemis- 
phere must prepare for it by en- 
couraging decentralization and the 
building up of the small interior

IMPROVEMENT LOANS TO 
13,030 FARMERS 


During 1946, 13,030 farmers ob- 
tained loans totalling nearly $10,- 
000,000 under The Farm Improve- 
ment Loans Act. A report covering 
the first full year's operation of 
this Act was tabled in Parliament 
today by the Minister of Finance, 
Honourable Douglas Abbott. 

Loans are made through the 
3,100 branches of the chartered 
for the improvement and 
development of farms and for the 
improvement of living conditions 
on farms, The interest rate is 5 per 
cent simple interest per annum, and |

to ten years. The legislation aims 
at assisting particularly the average 
farmer who in the past has not al- 
been able to obtain bank 
credit for farm improvement pur: | 
poses.

The result should be | 
a substantial saving to the farmer, 
not only in the purchase price of 
his farm implements but also in 
finance charges and interest rates 
previously prevailing for this type 
of financing. 

Included in the total are loans to 
1,008 farmers to clear and break 
an estimated 50,000 acres of new 
land, mostly in the pioneer sections 
of western Canada. Loans for 
foundation and breeding stock ac- 
counted for 303 loans totalling 
$190,937, 

One of the most important classes 
of loans is that for the construction, 
alteration and repair of farm build- 
ings including farm dwellings and 
separate houses for farm help. “As 
the supply of material and labor be- 
comes more adequate, it is expected 
that loans for these purposes will 
be greatly expanded. 

A feature of this report is that of 
a total volume of $13,262,307 loan- 
ed under the Act, there has been 
repaid $5,181,161, an amount 
equivalent to 39.06% of the total 
amount loaned, and that up to Dee- 
ember 31, 1946 no claims had been 
made under the Government guar- 
antee by any bank in respect to 
losses incurred on any loans made,

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BOUNTY OFFERED 
FOR WOLF PELTS 


The provincial government has | 
restored the bounty on timber | 
wolves, according to information | 
received by the Western Stock | 
Growers Association. The bounty | 
will be $15 per animal, including 
pups, during the summers months 
and $12 in the winter months. 

Paying the bounty on pups is aj 
new departure, and considered a, 
good one. It has been the practice 
in some places, apparently, to let | 
the pups grow up to a “bountyable” 
age. 

The wolves stick fairly close to | 
wooded areas, but do make hunting | 
forays out into ranching and farm- 
ing land. They have been reported 
as far east as Hazeldine, 25 miles 
northwest of Lloydminster, and 
along the foothills right down to 
the extreme south of the province. 

In parts of Saskatchewan a new 
terror has struck cattle and sheep 
men. It is a cross between a coyote 
and a “police dog,’ and the cross

DIRTY EGGS MEAN 
LOSS OF PROFITS 

Many farmers are losing profits 
by too many dirty eggs being de- 
livered to some of the Registered 
Ege Grading Stations. One of the 
chief causes of dirty eggs is soiling 
of the eggs already in the nest by 
hens with wet or dirty feet. A spe- 
cific recommendation is under con- 
sideration by the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture that only a 
certain number of nests should be 
supplied for a given number of 
birds. The prevention of hens going 
into the nests with dirty feet can be 
attained by keeping the litter dry 
and the hens inside the poultry 
house on wet days. 

It is a waste of time to clean very 
dirty eggs. The use of water for 
cleaning tends to carry bacteria | 
and mould into the egg and hastens 
spoilage. The use of cleaning mach- 
ines, whether on the washing or 
abrasive principle is not recom- 
mended. Eggs with small spots of 
dirt or stain may be cleaned by us- 
ing fine abrasive material, such as 
emery paper, but should be applied 
to the section of the shell on which 
the actual dirt or statn is As a 
matter of fact, no type of cleaning 
can do a very satisfactory job or 


very dirty or stained eggs. In addi 
tion, any kind of cleaning to ans 
emg tends to remove the — protec 
tive coating of the shell ond hasten 
the deterioration of egg quality 


The solution of the difficulty is to 
keep the nests, litter. and feet of 
the hens clean 

Another common cause of soiling 
of eggs is dusty packing material. 
Sound clean fillers, flats and trays 
should always be used. As soon as | 
eggs are collected they should be | 
taken to a clean cool room with a 
temperature between 55 and 60 
degrees. They should be left there 
in the wire collection pails (if these 
are used) or laid out on trays for 
about 12 hours to cool thoroughly. | 
Only after that time, should they | 
be packed in shipping cases. Under 
no circumstances should the eggs be 
kept on the farm more than a 
week. Also more frequent market- 
ing is desirable if the best financial 
returns are to be realized

CENTRE LINE NEEDED 
ON ALBERTA ROADS 


The importance of a centre line 
on heavy traffic routes has been 
stressed in different parts of the 
country. It has been found that 
these assist materially in checking 
accidents. 


Fresh attention to this need has 
been drawn by an official of the 
Alberta Motor Association who has 
just returned from a_ 5,000-mile 
trip through the U.S. 


He says the centre line is a great 
aid to preventing accidents in fog 
or other conditions when visibility 
is poor. This has been the experi- 
ence in various states 

Some months ago, the provincial 
department of public works an- 
nounced that it proposed to centre 
line many of the main highways of 
the province this year. It is hoped 
that this will be carried out, as it 
should prove valuable in curtailing 
accidents. 


The proposal for Alberta is to 
use luminous paint on a centre line 
which will be easily seen, partic- 
ularly at night. Even on highways 
which have a black top surface, a 
centre line should be laid that will 
give efficient results. 


THE DRIVER IS STILL 
IN THE SEAT
